the present manager, Harolki Smith. Both as A. Hatch and Company 
ind the Heber City Exchange. this business is probably the city’s longest 
in operation. 

One of the most prosperous business sections in Heber during 
ears ig the area known as “Hatch’s Row.” This section include 
buildings between Abram Hatch’s residence and his store on Main 
Street. Some of the businesses along this row have been a harness and 
shoe shop operated by Danielson and Dahlman, the A. l. Davis barber 
shop, a saddle and harness shop owned by Nephi Pormaa. the Wave 
printing and publishing offices, J. W. Buckley's men’s store, the Sinith 
Meat and Grocery operated by George Smith € Sons, Karl and Sylvan 
Smith, and others. Today, the “Hatch Row” inclades the Aloma Motel 
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Vhe Heber Eychange Company building and general merchandise store as it is today.
